The German Kmperor. with an .in- 
nual income of about four million dol¬ 
lars is a imor man, and has great dif 
tlculty in making both ends meet, de¬ 
clares the London K.spress. lie docs 
not receive a fartlilng in his capacity 
as German Kmperor, but fulfils the 
ilutles of this honorary position free 
of charge to the federation of German 
States. The Kaiser draws hl.s income, 
lirst, ns King of Prussia; and, second, 
as a private landowner. 

llis income as King of Prussia 
amounts approximately to $l,<i(SMKai, 
per annum. The Kmperor of Itussla 
receives an annual allowance of ap¬ 
proximately .'Sc.iHKi.lXKi, and the Km¬ 
peror of .\nstria r.n annual allowance 
of more than ^iLotKi.Piid. Both these 
monarchs re.-elve addiilonal allowances 
for cerbiin definite pui'i .i-cs, an.l botii 
of them own vast landed estatc.s far 
suiierlor In acreage to tiie (iermnn 
F.mperor's possessions. 

The Snllan of lurkey re,elves an 
annual allowance of .'iPO.O' l.OiKi. and 
tlie King of Lilly draws over 
mxi i)er annum; while tin- imsmieH ot 
several monari l.s of smaller Stales are 
ne.irly as large a.s tinit of the King 
of I’rus.sia. 

Tlie amount of Sl.iHiO.OOb granted 
annually to tiie German Kinjicror in 
ins cajnicit.v as King of I’rnssia is not 
takiMi from tlio national excheciucr, bn; 
from revenue’s from State dominions 
which were formerly the private prop- 
ert.v of the Prussian royal house. The 
Grown lands were handed over to the 
State, and in return the State pays a 
tlxed annual income to the monarch. 

'I'he Kaiser owns eighty-three liiiid- 
ed estates, comprising a total of 
(HMl acres. Me Is the greatest land 
owner in Germany, and his posses¬ 
sions far exceed those of the three 
landowners whose estates rank m'xt 
to his own In .acreage. These axe the 


normally high wages, and all hl» en»- 
ployes receive liberal piuisions in thtair 
old age or in c.Mse of sickness. H* 
altki jirovides liberally for the wid«i»»- 
and children out of his private punMt. 
•Ml these iiayments consume a lnrg» 
proisirtlon of the profits, so that ttm 
Kmperor’s income from ids estates to 
conipitratlvely small. 

Practically speaking, tlie GertnWB; 
Kutpewr is thus obliged to live on hto 
royal ineome of lf-l.(ioo,(MiO per annam. 
which is altogether Insuftieient fnr bite 
requirements. Tlie Kaiser has no p«fr- 
sonal extravagnuees. hut lives a srt«»- 
ple and streinioiis life of hard worlr 
and little luxury. He spends itttto 
money on Ids table, for the cuisine toT. 
the German imperial residence t* 
torloiis for its inferiority. 

The Kaiser is not a dandy, suerft 
spends a i-omiiaratively small amoasutt 
every year on hl.s clothes. The hor»B» 
he rides are not of a partlcmlarty 
good breed, and not iinusnally exp« m 
slve. He is not a gambler, and doMB 
not Indulge In other dissipations wMekv 
would be e.xcusable In hls position. 

He la. however, extravagant tn omtt 
respect, namely. In keeping up Uto 
imperial niagiiltlcence of his I'ourt <*» 
a scale never previously attempted tty 
a King of rrussla. The support of «#- 
atlves forms a first charge on lime 
Kaiser's Income. He hag to prorrtiito 
an annual allowance for hls six 
and has to maintain a separate ijowr* 
for several more distant relative*. 

.\part from hls expenditure for {Mtr 
poses of royal display, the Kaiser tito- 
votes a large sum every year to *!•» 
encouragement of art and of ttm 
drama. He Is continually orderfuci 
monuments to be erected at hlur osrwi 
expense, and buys pletures for preasmt- 
tatlon to public galleries. 

The Kaiser maintains the Royiiait 
Opera House, the Uoyal Theiitej* fcn 
Berlin, and the Boyal Theater 
Wiesbaden at, hls own expense. iHAi 
throe theaters are condiieted only pKir- 
tlnll.v ns profit innltlng concerns. 

With all these linanclnl hurdens tiW 
Kaiser Is unable to make both enstiia 
meet on ids income, and has b<'*vMC 
oliligcd to lioiTfiw money from sewnw 
of ids -wealtliy siili.lects. 


L'nde Sam’s Digestive Pow-ers. 

BOUT one million steerage passengers arrived 
in the Knifed States, looking for homes or 
work, during tlie fiscal year that ended June 30. 
This wipes out all past records. The largest 
number arriving in any previous year was 837,- 
040, during' the twelve months ending June, 
.1003. 

Now that Immigration has reached the 1.000,000 mark. 
It Is small wonder that the authorities are redoubling their 
vigilance. The time lias come to censorize the increasing 
stream of Immigration under rules that will not work 
with undue harshness and yet will fully protect the na¬ 
tion. These steerage immigrants have more brawn than 
money, but poverty Is not alone a good cause for rejection. 
A large proportion of present sturdy .X^nierican citizens be¬ 
gan at the very foot of the industrial ladder. 

The portentous fcatnre of the ease is that the Immense 
volume of Immigration comes largely from Southern and 
Eastern Europe, instead of from the sturdier races of tlie 
north and west. The latter are still coming, but their 
number Is dwarfed by an avalanche of less desirable Immi- 
gfrants, with almost startling averages of Illiteracy and 
poverty. The present volume of Immigration Is equal In 
one year to the total population of a good many preten¬ 
tious States of tlie American Knlon. The steerage output. 
In a single year, is greater than the population of any 
American city except New York. Chicago and Philadelphia.

The figures for the fiscal year Indi¬ 
cate tliat the I’ostoHlco Department 
wdll show a deficit to the extraordinary 
amount of 51b,<*b0,(XX). This shortage 
has not before been equaled. It is 
largely attributable to the expenditure 
made fox rural free dellverj'. This 
branch of the service obviously brings 
very little revenue. It is maintained 
for the public convenience, and the 
benefits It afford.s, esiieclally to tlie 
farming class. The Institution un¬ 
questionably is beneficent, civilizing, in 
the line of modern progress. Still, there 
is a limit to the money the country 
can afford to expend for this work, 
and now that It has become so costly 
as to be a burden to the department, 
tliere are questions which might wise¬ 
ly bo Inquired Into—whether other 
branches of the postal service are not 
snffering because of the absorption of 
so much of the funds by tills one, and 
whether the expenditure Is apportion¬ 
ed In a manner to do the greatest 
amount of goo<l for the greatest num¬ 
ber of the people, or, as has been se¬ 
riously charged, to further political in¬ 
terests and strengthen party position 
by the enlistment of a host of mission¬ 
aries In the uniform of rural carriers. 
The routes are alleged to be mnltitndl- 
nous In sections represented by Con¬ 
gressmen of powerful influence at 
Washington, and again often very few 
In sections where rural free delivery Is 
as full.v doslrnblo. There Is reason for 
anspeeting that In many eases free de¬ 
livery routes have been established 
quite for the sake of making places 
for applicants for the positions as car¬ 
riers, rather than because of a demand 
for the servlee by the people of the 
neighborhood.—Buffalo Courier.

' Device by Which Any One Can Send an 
I Electric Meeiaice. 

! A St Louis man has invented a 
telegraphy novelty for the teaching of 
I telegraphy and tho transmission of 
: messages, says the St Ixuils Star. 

I The entire Invention hinges upon au 
ingeniously devised metallic plate, so 
grooved that when au electrically : 
charged stylus is drawn across its face 
it repeats every letter of tlie .Morse al- . 
phabet with mechanical accui-acy. 

This little plate Is Iniliedded In a 
composition base, which is attached to 
one side of a folding box. Tlie box , 
contains tlie battery. It also contains 
j a key and sounder, with which tlie stu- , 
dent repeats the telegraphic letters us 
they are made by the transmitter. 1 
I The Inventor Is Martin Armstrong, 
an old telegraph operator, ivho lives 
at 524 South Ewing avenue. The stu- | 
dent simply takes the stylus in his' 
hand and places Its point in the groove | 
and draws It down at uniform speed, j 
As it passes over the electrical coiinec- ^ 
tlon it causes the sounder to make dots ; 
and dashes representing the various 
letters of the nlpliabet. The transmit- j 
ter can also be attached to a type- - 
writer, so that any one wlio can oper- . 
ate a typewriter can send a message, i 
and at the same time keep a printed : 
copy of it. No technical knowledge of 
telegrapliy would be necessary to send 
a message on this telegraphic type¬ 
writer. The keys of the typewriter are 
so constructed that they operate anoth¬ 
er key, which causes a small metallic 
i point to pass over the surface of tlie 
' transmitter, thus making distinctly 
I and with mechanical accuracy every 
sound of the letter corresponding with 
, the key touched by the operator. .4s 
the key falls back into place the con- 
nectlon is broken. An expert telegra- 
. pher can send a message very rapidly 
, on this machine. 

^ Armstrong has been a telegraph 
operator for many years. He claims 
that telegraphy can be learned by 
using this machine, and that it takes 
the place of a teacher. It is a simple 
! device, which can be placed upon a 
Email table for use.

THE U. S. GT'NBOAT BENNINGTON. 

The explosion on the United States gunboat Bennington at San Diego, 
in which one otticer and more than fifty men were killed, has been attrlbutetl 
to a defect in the boiler. The discussion of the disaster shows a tendency 
toward putting the blame on u liad system rather than upon mere acclden- 
t.al carelessness of individuals, 8 a.vs the San Francisco Argonaut. It Is 
pointed out that the act of 1S!)9 nmalgainatcHl engineer officers with line 
officers ill response to a general demand, inspired by social considerations. 
Engineers didn’t like to be called engineers, and so a law was passed trans¬ 
forming them to ensigns, lieutenants, etc. But those line officers soon 
showed tendencies toward shouldering the more practical duties of their 
positions upon their subordinates, the warrant machinists, they themselves 
merely bossing the job. But good waiTant machinists are scarce; trained 
engineers are .scarce. In six years tlie number of trained engineers has 
<limiuislie<l from 181 to about 120. Fifty-seven of these are on shore duty, 
Tims, it is said, the engine rooms of our vessels are under-manned. Eight 
years ago the Bennington carried two trained engineer officers, one of whom 
had had twenty-three years' experience. Tlie officer In charge of the Benning 
ton’s engines on the date of the explosion was a jouth not j'et 26, grad¬ 
uated from Annapolis In 1!)(»2. It is, said, further, that there were no war¬ 
rant machinists on the Bennington—only machinists’ mate.s, who get $40 
to ,$70 a mouth. The Army and Navy Journal admits that the law of 1899 
has "impaired engineer efficiency tlirougliout the navy.”

INDIAN BASKET-MAKINQ 


How the Bijar Deiiinnd Hus I.,owered 
the Oiiiillty of Supiily- 

It Is liei'omlng more and more dlfli- 
cult, it is said, to secure finely woven 
Indian baskets, and oonsequeiitly to 
form eidlectioiis of the basketry of the 
nliorigliial Ainerlcan. Fewer of tlie 
line liaskets are being made and tlie 
ininilier of tliose avIio desire to make 
collections is iiicreasliig. says the New 
A'ork Tribune. It is estimated tliat 
liaskets valued at $5,0(Xt,lXX) have lieen 
taken from t'lillfornia ami Arizona 
witliiii the last two years. Not all of 
tliese, lioAvever, were of the kind 
soiiglit by tlie most exacting colhictors. 
So heavy lias been the lieninml that 
the southwest has Ik'Oii Avell-nigh (lo- 
iiudi'd (if the liner baskets. Most of 
the liasUi'ts now (ihtalnahle are made 
hiirrli'dly and to fulfil! the (leniaiids 
made by oolleetors. The Indians do not 
spi'iid th(' same amount of time U|inii 
tlu'iii as when they made liaskius to be 
banded doAvii as heirlooms. In some 
cases It is not possible for them to find 
till' durable grasses which tlu'v once 
used, for civilization lias extingulslied 
thi'iii. 

Some of the ('arller liaskets were the 
products of mouths of latior. .Many of 
tlu'se cannot be bought for less than 
$25. and as high as $l,tXHi has lieen 
paid for specimens. The Uiiul of basket 
that can be liouglit for $1.59 or $2 is 
not tlie kind Avtiicli t?leexiiorience(l ('o! 
ketor will accept. He Avants a liasket 
wliicli illustrati's the artistic taste and 
tli(' skill (if a tribe, nut a "pot boiler.” 

At one time liasket-makiiig Avas an 
art carrii'd on liy all tlie tribes of I'a- 
eilic foa.st Indians from .Ahi.ska to 
Mi'xicii. .At pre.si'iit tin' tribes of Ari¬ 
zona maki' most of the baskets. The 
.Moki. or Hopi, ami the Apaches make 
many baskets and plmjiies. The I’imns 
and Maricopas formerly made tine bas¬ 
kets and sonic of the former do to-day. 
Tile I’lnias learned the art from the 
Maricopas when the latter sought shel¬ 
ter aiiioiig them from the slaughter of 
the Yunuis, about ItX) years ago. The 
Maricopas have alJoAved their basket

The lirook or ruiinliig strenui of nat¬ 
ural outdoor Avater gives a variety of 
chances for the man tliat wishes to live

.America. The liro(>k ('an ho ('oiivertod, 
AA'lthout lieiiig (llvert('(i, Into a swim¬ 
ming pool for boys tiy building n dam 
at the point Avhere the hanks do a little 
e.xtra shelving and tend to foi'iii a iiat- 
iinil basin. The bottom should ha 
spiirled out and made more of a reser¬ 
voir in Its capacity ami shape. The 
dam itself can be madt' liy a family 
of lioys at the cost of lumber and 
nails involved. Tlie emiiaiiUiiients are 
sodded. The sides of the spilhva.v are 
made of wooden posts driven into the 
ground and boarded up.
